‘Next year the Royal Dublin Society will 
end its second centenary of useful work for 
the country, During the past ten years it 
has gained renewed vigour, and yesterday it 
was evident that the Spring Agricultural 
Show. on its new basis has taken the popular 
fancy, Not only were the total entries larger 
than at any previous Show, but the attend- 
ance of visitors showed an advance of 455 on 
the opening day of last vear, and an increase 
of 2,659 on the figures for the first day of the 
Spring Show in 1626. Keen interest was 
taken in the I ings, especially in the 
judging of Dairy Shorthorns and in the edu- 
cational exhibit of the Department of Agri- 
quiture. Other sections also drew their quote 
of spectators, but the throng was smaller than 
those already alluded to. 

Although: the temperature was low, the 
weather was good, and it was quite pleasant 
for moving about without an overcogt. 

Excepting some of the championships, the 

ulk of the live stock.classes were judged 
fe 4 o'clock, and exhibitors knew precisely 
where they stood. 

The poultry, as usual, were judged behind 
closed doors, and it was late in the afternoon 
before people interested could be admitted to 
see the birds.. 

MANY INTERESTS. 

"In the Main Hall, and its spacious annexes, 
as well as in the machinery pad- 
dock, numerous visitors inquired . into 
the merits of fertilisers, feeding stuffs, 
agricultural implements and machinery, 
poultry and dairy appliances, and spent a 
great many hours at it. There is go much 
variety here that one could profitably spend 
a whole day inspecting. the trade ex- 
hibits. A feature that has grown im 
this department is the display of 
road-making materials, There are also 
exhibits which affect the equipment of 
dwellinghouses, whether in town or country. 
It is also possible to compare the relative 
value of gas and electricity in the home. 
Those clined to go abroad have an oppor- 
tunity - of learning something about the 
resources of Canada, : 

In the shorthorn cattle section it is en- 
couraging to note that a yearling bull of ex- 
cellent type and breeding was deemed worthy 
of the supreme championship. Some believe 


‘| that such an honour should only go to a 


beast that has proved its value, and it is 
quite possible that another judge might have 
decided differently. The reserve champion 
was @ double dairy two-year-old shown by a 
small farmer from Cavan, and his victory 
over shorthorns of the beef class is an indi- 
cation that farmers are definitely breeding 
dual purpose shorthorns. This particular 
bull is not only of good quality, but has done 
a full season as a premium boll. Youth also 
accounted for the Aberdeen - Angus champion. 
ship, while maturity was chosen in the 
Hereford and Jersey sections, : 

Music was provided by the Garda Siochana 
Dépót Band, Miss May Kelly's Ladies 
Orchestra, and the St.. Hilda’s Colliery Band. 
The latter was not at full strength yesterday, 
owing to a hitch in its travelling arrange 
ments, but the members present rendered the 
programme which had been arranged. To-day 
the band will be at full strength. 

Afternoon attractions included the sheep- 
driving and penning exhibitions, horse-jump- 
ing competition, children’s pony classes, and 
a Fem, by Lieutenant-Colonel Haddick, en- 
titled “Ireland's Rough-hewn Destiny,” 
illustrated with films and lantern slides, which 
was well attended. g 

During the day the Show was attended by 
the Governor-General of the Irish Free State 
and Mrs. McNeill, who were received by 
members of the Council and Mr, Bohane. 
They were conducted round the showyard, 
and paid special attention to the comprehen- 
sive exhibit made by the Department of 
Agriculture. They lunched with members of 
the Council, others present including repre- 
sentatives of the Government. 

SHORTHORNS. 


In the Shorthorn Section the quality of 
the exhibits was well up to the standard 
expected at Ballsbridge, and some capital 
entries were sent forward, Northern breeders 
did very well this year, and figured promi- 
nently in the prize list. The influence of 
new blood was noticeable, and furmshed evi- 
dence of the value of importing good bulls 
to improve the standard of Irish herds. The 
championship of the breed and championship 
prize went to Mr. John Fillans Barr’s Killi- 
neer Ringleader, This stylish dark roan has 
an impressive front, and level top and bottom 
lines; he is after Collynie Baron Excellence, 
a £1,100 sire purchased at the Perth Sales, 
and his dam is Bessie Belle, by Bridgebank 
Retrospect, The runner-up for championship 
honours was Mr, John Cahill’s two-year-old 
dairy bull, Mowham Dairy Sovereign, a 
smooth fleshed level son of Dairy Sovereign 
out of Woodland Duchess, a cow with a re- 
gistered yield of 8,509 lbs. of milk in 42 
weeks,

POULTRY KEEPING 
HUNGARY.

NOTE received from a Hungarian 
A authority,. states that the indigenous 

ducks and chickens kuown as ‘‘Parlag’’ 
birds are being slowly ousted by modern 
breeds; this is hardly surprising when one 
learns that many of the “ Parlag ” hens are 
content with an output of 50 eggs a year. 
To-day Hungary is introducing the Rhode 
Island Red, the White Wyandotte and the 
Leghorn, the White Turkey from Mexico, the 
Indian Runner, and the Khaki Campbell 
ducks. The result of introducing new strains 
has increased the egg return greatly. When 
all her methods’ have been modernised, 
Hungary is likely to become an active com- 
petitor in the Eurdpean market; at the 
present time the wages of the industry are 
extremnely low, not more than about ls, a 
day for children, and perhaps 2s. a day for 
adult labour. It is even possible to hire a 
manager of a poultry farm for about 12s, 6d, 
a week, with maintenancé and a small share 
of profits, the highest price on larger 
establishments being Jom more than £2 
a week, Yet side by side with these condi- 
tions that savour of an earlier time, one finds 
the motor car traversing the trans-Danubian

THE BUTTER MARKETING 


TRIBUNAL. 

AIRYING has been, and will probably 
remain for some time, the best *‘ string ”” 
for the Irish farmer's “bow.” No 

doubt, it is less resilient than last year, and 
it is not unnatural that the milk supplier at 
the opening of a new season should ask 
whether he may not have put too much of 
his small capital and enterprise into an 
industry in which prices to the producer are 
below war, Irish butter at the close 
of last week was listed in the /rish Times 
at 135s. to 139s. in Cardiff (one of our best 
Sarah and the demand was ‘ nominal” 
in England generally. Danish touched a 
higher figure in markets which were rather 
firmer than those of a few weeks ago. We 
seem to in no worse case than New 
Zealand, and, though we do not overtake 
Denmark, our butter is as popular in some 
markets as Danish and more so than 
Australian. But this is not adequate com- 
pensation for the drop in price which 
threatens the dairying of the forthcoming 
summer. 

Mr. Hogan’s agricultural policy, based as 
it is on a system of mixed farming in which 
the creameries are the ‘“‘constants’’ in the 
solution of the farmer’s problem, is being 
called in question. We believe that policy 
to be fundamentally sound. There are 
various reasons why we think the Irish dairy- 
man would be foolish to lose heart, and we 
hope to show there are silver linings to the 
clouds, but & would be more foolish to ignore 
the clouds. 


Dairying Disabilities : Ireland and 


Elsewhere. 

Some of the causes for the depression in 
which the butter industry is involved, not 
only in Ireland, but also in the United 
States, in Australasia, and even in Denmark, 
have been considered in recent articles on 
this page. ‘There are others. Ireland has a 
peculiar place in that market, which, even if 
it were not her only exporting centre, would 
still remain her best customer. We do not 
make cheese, both because we think it would 
not pay us and because—in contradistinction 
to the manufacture of butter—we have not 
in the past made a success of it either from 
the standpoint of quality (as sur customers 
think) or from that of price, as we ourselves 
consider. We are not to any considerable 
extent manufacturers of condensed milk or 
dry milks. Our towns are few and small, 
and their consumption of liquid milk pre 
rata is less than should be in a dairying 
country. i 4 

For all these reasons, butter-making is 
virtually the only. string to our dairying bow, 
and if that snaps the economic arrow misses 
its target. Many of our greatest disabilities, 
indeed, lie in conditions outside our contro]— 
a fact in which we are not unique, as recent 
British protests against dumping furnish proof, 
Reduced purchasing power on the part of 
consumers both in Ireland and in Great 
Britain, an increased output, fallowed by an 
increased export, in several European 
countries (such as the Baltic States), coin- 
ciding with a decreased import in (e.g.) 
Germany for Danish butter—:ll these con- 
verging conditions involve an inevitable re- 
duction in price. 

When to these factors are — a few 
of our own making, there is perhaps less 
cause for surprise that prices campégre badly 
with recent years than for ell that a 
steeper drop has not resulted. We are not 
uniformly making as good butter as we can 
make. We are not getting as much milk as 
we should from our cows, nor as much 
butter fat from that milk. We are not sell- 
ing as much creamery butter as the market 
would absorb, preferring the cruder plan of 
placing the cheaper types (“ factory ” but- 
ter) upon it to organising new creameries, 
in some cases where dairying conditions 
point te that alternative, : 


Why Dairying Must Progress. 

Yet, in face of these drawbacks and im- 
perfections, wo are satisfied that a steady 
ben oí ATA. is not merely inevitable, 

ut, desirab]e, i 

& commody as milk, and the country which 
possesses it in abundance and has not yet 
exploited it to the utmost has latent sources 
of new--even if modest—weaith which it 
cannot afford to neglect or cease to develop 
intensively. It is true, of eourse, that 
the dairy farmer cannot be asked to work 
at a loss, nor do we think there is any 
serious danger of this occurring in Ireland, 
except possibly for brief occasional periods. 

It is even possible that the drop in price 
may benefit the farmer in the end, If it 
results in bringing the price of hutter nearer 
to that of margarine, the present tendency 
of the latter to extend its invasion of what 
was once nearly a monopoly may be arrested. 
The towns may be induced to increase their 
consumption. Then, too, recognition that the 
industry is at a precarious poiut may induce, 
is inducing, farmers in areas suitable for 
creameries to give up making butters which 
sell below creamery prices. At the moment, 
indeed, the alternative offered to them is 
either to produce an article that will com- 
mand the leading price or to reduce the costs 
of production, 

It is not by reducing our milk, or, what is 
the same thing, the quantity of butter we 
produce for Irish and British consumption, 
that we can safely look for a reduced ex- 
penditure to set off our reduced income from 
our dairy herds. It is by reducing those herds 
themselves where the weeding out process is 
necessary. Whether we substitute new pay- 
ing guests tor the “ boarders’ or not will 
depend on how the industry develops, but if 
dairying is to pay “ the boarder” must go. 


The Scope of the Tribunal’s 


Inquiry. 

We claim then that these hints of possible 
silver linings to the clouded sky are worth 
thinking about. At the same time we must 
not disguise from ourselvos the fact that 
Denmark's long lead over Ireland for butters, 
little superior intrinsically to ours, and often 
of about equal quality, is a continuing danger 
signal. Uniformity in quality and uniformity 
of marketing policy seem to be indispensable 
conditions if success is to be attained. For 
this reason we welcome the decision of the 
Minister for Agriculture to set up a Butter 
Marketing Tribunal.

| SOME AILMENTS OF 


CALVES. 


NEED FOR EARLY ATTENTION. 
HE most common causes of ill-health in 

I calves are irregular feeding, both as re- 
gards hours and the guantaty of íood; 
feeding the milk either too hot or too cold, 
or feeding a number from one trough and 
also bad conditions of housing. Very often, 
however, even with the best of care, a calf 


will suffer, and immediately it is noticed 
steps should be taken to treat it, 


Indigestion in Calves. 

The most usual trouble among calves ap- 
pears to be indigestion, which may be most 
likely brought on by the causes above-men- 
tioned. 

The symptoms are: the calf appears dull and 
listless; in most cases, it also suffers from 
scour, and in severe cases from constipation 
when its coat appears staring. 

To remedy: remove the animal to a sepa- 
rate, comfortable house or stall: and give 
it a good warm bed; then, on’ an empty 
stomach, give a dose of castor oil, one wine- 
glassful to a calf less than a week ; after this 
age give about two glasses. When scour Is 
present give, in addition, from three drops to 
one teaspoonful of chlorodyne, or, if not at 
hand, substitute turpentine, net more than 
one teaspoonful. fee ! 

To administer the gose: put the oil and 
chlorodyne, or turpentine, into a bottle, and 
then fill the bottle with warm water or milk 


and shake well in order to get all well mixed. . 


Get the calf into a standing position in a 
corner where it can be held, aud, with one 
arm supporting his head and while holding 
the mouth open, with the other hand gently 
pour the dose down his throat. Take care to 
give it slowly, mvnns time for the beast to 
swallow, as if it is all poured back at once 
it will cause irritation and, perhaps, choking. 

If the calf is not better after a few days 
repeat the dose. Generally, though, a coup 
of days’ treatment is sufficient to effect a 
cure, unless in very obstinate cases. Where 
calves are getting meals or roots they should 
be discontinued for a day or two until the 
animal is fully recovered. 


Scour and Wasting 

among young cattle is often a source of 
much loss to farmers. In the majority of 
cases it occurs in animals between the age 
of six and eighteen months. 

The symptoms are, first, the animals be- 
come unthrfty, and gradually begin to waste. 
In the later stages a scour appears, until 
at last fellows sheer exhaustion and death. 
In some cases the disease is more acute, and 
scouring takes place before wasting is ob- 
served; death usually follows quickly in 
these circumstances. 


Prevention. 


As the administration of drugs to effected 
calves seems to give little or no satisfaction, 
earnest efforts should be directed towards 
prevention, 

A method which has met with success is 
the isolation of all young calves for the first 
year. This may be done by rearing the 
calves in a clean, airy house, or by keeping 
them on a special field, over which no other 
cattle are allowed to graze. The best results 
are obtained when the calves are grazed on 
land that has been freshly laid down to 

Failing a field of new grass. or 

" the special pasture allotted to 
them should be given a good dressing of lime 
or salt early in spring, From 8 to 10 cwts. 
of salt per statute acre will be required, or 
2 to ó tons of lime. 

Where known to be infected, the land 
should be tilled or dressed as direct™?, and 
grazed with horses or milch cows for at least 
one season. Young cattle should be housed 
at night from September on, and should be 
well fed with: hay, roots and a small share 
of cake or meals to supplement the grass. 


Treatment. 

Immediately on noticing the first symptoms 
of loss of condition, or unthriftiness, the 
cattle should Le isolated and well fed. Delay 
renders the animal weaker, and the chance of 
recovery more remote. The chief object is to 
maintain the strength of the animal—there- 
fore, the necessity of nourishing foods. 

_ Investigations have shown that this disease 
is the unsuspected cause of the loss of many 
animals throughout the -country; conse- 
quently it is imperative for every  stock- 
owner to be on his guard against it.

IRISH ASSOCIATED 
CREAMERIES. 


———-b———- 
_ The most important indication of progress 
in the business of the Irish Associated 
Creameries is afforded by the narrower 
margin between the prices obtained last year 
and that of Danish and New Zealand. While 
the average price of Danish—taking the 
Copenhagen quotation—for the year fell from 
174s, 10d. to 169s. 1d. per ewt., a reduction 
of Ss. 9d., the average net f.o.r. price paid 
to members of the 1.A.C. for the year was re- 
duced only one shilling and five pence per 
owt. (162s. 1d. teo 160s. i We also 
approached nearer in price to New Zealand. 

The chilling arrangements resulted in the 
butter reaching Great, Britain in good eon- 
dition, but much still remains to ba done 
in connection with the températures at which 
Irish butter is conveyed to the stores at 
ports and from there to the various points of 
distribution. 

A quantity of butter had to be cold-stored 
in order to carry on the roll trade during the 
winter season, while some was also stored 
in the ordinary way to meet the demand of 
such customers as would be prepared t6 con. 
tinue their orders over the winter period. 
Unfortunately prices began to decline, and 
during January last butter was below the 
average of, say, the three summer months 
ended 3lst August, 1929. ‘This was ‘due to 
the adverse financial and industrial situation 
in Great Britain, and an increase in supplies 
from the Southern. hemisphere, 


keting central, are, we assume, inseparable 
from a consideration of the fundamentals in 
the problem. 

Even some matters which may seem to the

dairying a fresh start.

| TURNING HORSES OUT 
————-É— 
HE arrival af spring grass brings 
thoughts of turning-out time, and 
- many horse-owners will be considering 
the possibility of getting as many animals 
| as can be spared out to pasture. Froma work- 
ing point of view the horse may aptly be com- 
pared to a machine, and a month or six weeks’ 
summer run may be regarded as the annug! 
overhauling. 

Before going to grass it is well to have 
some preparation, as by leaving the top of 
the stable door open for a few days, and 
gradual replacement of the concentrated diet 
by one of little more than hay alone, When 
the animal is ready it is considered a good 
practice to remove the four shoes, merely 
patting a thin pair of ‘‘tips’’ on the front 
ee : 


Value of Summer Grazing. 

Heavy horses are deplorably fewer in num- 
bers than- in. pre-war days, but that is, per- 
haps, a.reason why the survivors should get 
the best of treatment. 
horses is still extensively - practised around 
large towns, with benefit to all concerned. 
Yet, on account of the uneven fashion in 
which horses grave, many farmers are averse 
to giving them the sole run of the pasture, 
preferring to mix them with -a large propor- 
tion of cattle, Otherwise the damage to the 
pasture may be serious. 


A month or six weeks at grass is not only 
rest, but it also means repair in a great 
With. ordinary care -and 
with light tips on the forefeet, the «moisturé 
of the grass and soft land will- arrest: or 
ward-off. the tendency towards a number of 
defects of the feet, such as e¢odrns, sand- 
cracks, separations. and brittl feet. The 
reason for this ig that the feet are in con- 
tact with the grourid, and so carry out their 
normal functions, PRis is not often the cage 
when shod for road-work. The soil moisture, 


sole and frog. The value of these influences 
will be recognised when it is remembered 
that ‘‘ the feet are half the horse.” 


Keeping the Limbs Right, 


There are a number of conditions that may 
develop in the limbs, making horses pre-. 
maturely useless for road-work, which are 
due to concussion, and a run at grass ‘is a 
valuable break in this constant process, Some 
horses remain on their legs from one year’s 
end to another, so long as they are ke 
in the stall, and for these the rest is doubly 
beneficial. 

It must be remembered, too, that. as the 
wor horse has to consume large quantities 
of food, not only for body maintenance, but 
to enable it to rform heavy labour, 
its digestive appare us is fully taxed, and 
often over-taxed, with bad consequences. A 
return to a simple grass diet for awhile rests 
and repairs the functions of the stomach and 
intestines wonderfully. Stable ventilation is 
not always what it should be, and the lungs 
are, of necessity, rendered more liable to 
disease and less powerful by breathing a bad 
atmosphere. The open air is the best of lung 
tonics. For animals with affections of the 
limbs, the customary blisterings, with a six 
weeks’ run at grass often adds a year or two 
to their period of useful life. 


Preventing Swollen Legs, 


The. frequent trouble of swollen legs is 
often wonderfully remedied by a course of 
this treatment, That the change from house 
to open conditions is beneficial to the internal 
organs generally ia shown by the fact that 
some mares, which have never previously 
bred, will sometimes prove in foal when 
served at grass. There are, apparently, no 
vital statistics comparing the longevity of 
large numbers of permanently stabled horses 
with that of animals which have had an 
annual run at grass; but the advocates of 
this practice claim that usefulness is con- 
siderably prolonged as a result, 


HINTS ON BEET GROWING 
a 


HE following points culled from the suc- 
| cessful growers’ methods in compe+ 
titions foe ix as few years should 

be studied carefu y growers :— 

Cultivation—The Y eedbed should he fine 
and firm. The cultivator rather than the 
plough should be used to prepare the soil 
for drilling. Rolling and harrowing as often 
as necessary to produce that very fine 
tilth so essential for a successful braird. . 

Drilling--The drills may vary from 18'. 
22’, according to soil and circumstances. 

Manuring—The autumn or early winter is 
the best time to put on the si Fa manure, 
at the rate of 10-12 tons per Steinte acre. 
Where farmyard manure is pá on in the 
spring it should be well rotted and very 
evenly distributed. 

Fertilisers—The tendency amongst many 
growers is to eliminate top-dressing on the 
score. of time and trouble, and put on all 
the necessary fertilisers at the time of sow- 


ing. 

The following fertilisers have given uni- 
formly good results over a period — 

2-24 cwts. sulphate of ammonia, 

4-6 ewts. superphosphate, or 

Semsol, i 

4 ewts. Kainit (per Statute acre), 

On the very light soils the kainit may with 
advantage be increased, : 

Sowing—Prior to sowing, all seutch grass 
should be removed, as in the subsequent hoe- 
ing operations many of the plants are in- 
jured in the endeavour to get rid of the 
seutch. 

Subsequent Operations—The drills should 
be rolled before sowing. 

Sowing—-18-20lb. of seed per Statute acre 
An even distribution of the seed cannot be 
stvessed too strongly. Misses or gaps, apart 
from making the crop unsightly ave a source 
of loss to the grower. 

Topdressing—/Topdressing with nitro-chalk, 
nitrate of soda or sulphate of ammonia, 
should be done in the case of an unhealth 
growth, as soon as the plants have develop 
leaves. In the case of healthy crops, top- 
dressing should be done immediately before or 
after t haite ' 

Thinning—Leave 8” to 10' between plants, 

Cultivation—Frequent cultivation is neces- 
sary until the leaves meet across the drills, 

Moulding—This operation should be done 
very carefully. .

IN POULTRY. 
HIS infectious ass of poultry-yard, 
I pheasant farm and pigeon house ac- 
counts for very serious losses among 
poultry-keepers and game rearers, [t has been 
traced to minute animal parasites that have 
two sharply-defined life stages. The main 
symptom is diarrhea, the illness often ter- 
minates fatally in two or three days, and 
the mortelity ranges from 50 per cent. and 
upwards, Cleanliness is the keynote of treat- 
ment, but it can neither insure success nor 
grant immunity, and the problem of the 
moment is to find the cause of infection. 
Of late the British Ministry of Agriculture's 
Veterinary Laboratory at Weybridge has been 
investigating the possibility of the starling’s 
responsibility for the spread of coccidiosis, 
and the possibility that these birds may con- 
yey infection to chickens. lf there are any 
Cefinite results of the present enquiry they 
will be available at the World Poultry Con.
